Attorney General H. L. Ekern of 
Wisconsin, 
principal 
complainant 
and originator of the suit, opened 
the debate. 
Newton D. Baker, former war sec­ 
retary, represented Ohio against Il­ 
linois. 
Representatives of the states 
of 
Minnesota, 
Michigan, 
Indiana, 
Pennsylvania and New 
York 
also 
were on hand. 
They support the 
Wisconsin cause. 
James D. 
Beck, 
former 
United 
States solicitor general, and A ttor­ 
ney General Oscar Carlstrom of Il­ 
linois, are for the defense. 
Missouri, 
Kentucky, 
Tennessee 
and Louisiana have filed briefs in 
support of Illinois’ right to 
divert 
water. 
The court, at the conclusion of 
arguments, will take the case under 
advisement. 
A decision in less than 
a month is unlikely and may not be 
handed down for several months or 
a year. 
Attorney General Albert Ottinger, 
New York, today filed a brief 
a t­ 
tacking the diversion as inimical to 
the interests of his state and charg­ 
ing that the lower Mississippi states 
in supporting Illinois, were attempt- 
ting to retain water unlawfully tak­ 
en by Illinois and diverted south to 
them. 
Attorney General Carlstrom filed a 
reply brief asserting that congress 
more than a century ago had helped 
to build and affirmatively authorized 
a water level canal and diversion of 
w ater from Lake Michigan into the 
Mississippi without limitation. 
The bill of complaint should be 
dismissed, the brief said, “ because it 
is not a suit in the name of states 
and navigation but in the interest 
of individuals and, as we believe, of | 
hydro-electric power.” 
“ It is a controversy between econ­ 
omic areas, not in any just sense a 
suit between states.”

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EXPERT ADVICE ON CHECKING ( RIME WAVE 


We have read what .judges say about checking the crime 
wave, what club women think of it, what prison wardens have 
to say, and newspaper men and others expert and not expert in 
solving the question, but it remains for George S. Dougherty, in­ 
ternational crime expert, to give a few new leads in Fawcett’s 
Magazine, True Confessions, April issue. His story is the product 
of reflections on many years of activity in crime detection in che 
East and West. 
“Today a severe prison sentence means nothing to the new 
type of criminal,” writes Mr. Dougherty. 
“ It is really what he 
eventually expects when he begins his criminal career, and he 
plans accordingly. 
As soon as the public forgets its wrath, Is­ 
sues for pardon or parole, and before long he is out again, ready 
til resume operations. The indeterminate sentence, which is now 
tieing heavily criticized in the middle west, has much to do with 
this situation. 
“The number of stick-up robberies now being committed in 
cities throughout the United States is without parallel.” 
Mr. Dougherty reviews old crime records and compares the 
deeds of the old-time bandits with the present day operations. 
It is a much more difficult matter for the police to catch the crim­ 
inal today than it used to be. 
When a big hold-up, or, in fact, 
any kind of crime, was committed a few years ago, the authori­ 
ties, especially the trained detectives, could, from the character­ 
istics of the crime, call the turn on the ones that had committed 
it. There were no Bertillion measurements and no Angel prints, 
but even certain studious flycops all over the country frequently 
knew by the work who had done the job. This is not so today. 
“The officers of the law know the active criminals of today. 
They have been finger printed, measured, and their records taken. 
But it ip astonishing how many are arrested who are found to 
have no previous record. They are absolutely unheard of, unless 
as rowdies, drug-store cowboys, or ordinary gangsters. The ease 
with which big robberies are committed nowadays induces hun­ 
dreds to engage in them who never gave such crimes a thought 
before. 
All they require is a little coke and a pistol for their 
courage, and a stolen car in which to make a getaway.' The auto­ 
mobile has become the biggest factor in crime today. 
Uusually 
it is stolen by the criminal before he commits the crime and aban­ 
doned by him after he has safely made his getaway.” 
Mr. Dougherty advocated the payment of a bounty ta, any­ 
one who kills a hold-up man actually engaged in his work or flee­ 
ing from a crime. One thousand dollars for one, $2,500 for two, 
and $4,000 for three, etc. This has been adopted by many bank­ 
ers’ associations. 
“Statistics from all over the United States indicate that 75 
per cent of the serious crimes in the past two years were by mere 
lads between 18 and 23 years of age. 
“The Volstead Act has also tended to increase crime, not tiiat 
there is more liquor drunk now than before, but the enforcement 
of the law has been regarded as a farce, and has encouraged a 
disrespect of other laws. 
Those engaged in violating the 18th 
Amendment are prone to break other laws. 
The airplane, the 
radio, the fast automobile, the vulgar and often immoral dance, 
the improper, lustful plays, books and filthy stories, all contribute 
to the crime increase. 
“The best measure to eliminate crime of this type would be 
the enactment of federal legislation providing for the total .elim­ 
ination of the revolver and pistol. 
The commission of hold-up 
robberies by bandits is an absolute impossibility without firearms. 
The revolver or pistol is the courage behind the coward. 
“Remove the revolver, the courage behind the cowardly thief, 
and the movement for crime suppression will make large strides 
forward!”

The publicity bureau, during 
1925, is said to have answered over 212.500 queries, and a total of 
52,017 visitors from outside of the city registered in person. 
“Vacation Days” contains IOO pages and is crammed with 
information from cover to cover. 
All information and literature 
given out is tree. 
In its introduction. Governor Theodore Chris­ 
tianson says: 
“It is a great pleasure to welcome to Minnesota the visitors 
who come here, each year in increasing numbers, to get rest and 
recreation. 
It is a pleasure to us to have them enjoy our scenery, 
our streams and our forests, and our ‘Ten Thousand Lakes.’ On 
the way to our northern lakes and woods, they will see some of 
our highly developed farms, our industries and our institutions, 
which we hope will interest them and possibly induce some of 
them to become permanent residents. 
It is not only a pleasure to us to know that visitors from 
other states can come here and enjoy themselves, but it is inspir­ 
ing to meet them, to exchange ideas, and to become acquainted 
tv itll the ideals and aspirations of our fellow citizens in other 
states. In behalf of the people oi the state, I extend to them most 
cordial greetings.” 
In Vacation Days there are listed five resorts immediately 
near Brainerd; four near Merrifield; ll near Nisswa; IO near 
Bequot. No charge is made for the listings and the book is dis­ 
tributed free. Biainerd amt the nearby lake region certainly ap­ 
preciate this free publicity. 
As stated in an introductory note, an effort has been made in 
the summary of resorts to give the tourist, whether he travels bv* 
laihoad or by automobile, an idea of the accommodations, means 
of transportation, and points of interest in towns of 1,000 or 
more population in the state, and towns of lesser population which 
nave tourist camps or summer resorts. 
Some towns may have 
been omitted by accident in this attempt on the part of the Pub- 
icjty Bureau of the Minneapolis Civic and Commerce Associa- 
ion to assemble such a Minnesota directory. 
Such omissions 
have been unintentional. The Bureau offers the directory to the 
public with the hope that it may prove a foundation for a more 
complete directory in following years.

nation on prohibition. 
He 
intro­ 
duced a resolution calling for bal­ 
lots which congressmen could

tribute in their districts. 
Somers said he took cognizance of

But if the majority wish to pursue a 
more liberal policy, then our present 
attitu d e ceases to he an error and be­ 
comes an outrageous crime, provok­ 
ing as it does, the inevitable habit 
of lawlessness contrary to our most 
cherished traditions and h^rrasaftng 
the welfare of the people by estab­ 
lishing an illicit industry of g ig a n ­ 
tic proportions, unlicensed and u n ­ 
taxed. 
“ The apostle of economy.” 
said 
Representative 
Black, referring 
to 
President Coolidge, "is spending the 
public money like water so that the 
public will drink nothing else. 
In 
many senatorial primaries the wet 
r.nd dry question will be the pre­

issue. 
No wonder his 
.advisers warn him against helping 
his senatorial satellites. 
“ As to prohibition, there
